I'm not not a real attorney, although | play one on TV, so take this advise with a grain of salt and... two aspirins (I'm also not a real doctor, although I...). Hams 
have familiarity with a variety of topics outside of tubes and transistors, wires and winding, dits and dahs, but mostly our thoughts revolve around antennas, loose 
screws and contesting. Depending on our ages, some things may be more familiar to us than others. Consider the lowly CC&R, which stands for Covenants, 
Conditions and Restrictions that, like a torn, are often found lodged in the side of many a ham. Then there is the renowned 60's/70's rock band Creedence 
Clearwater Revival, often abbreviated as CCR. If we could find a way to somehow combine these two together into a legally binding document there might be 
more neighbors of hams happier about amateur radio towers and antennas in their area. An amended list of terms and conditions could look something like this: 


For property owners: 

¢ Exclusion of amateur radio antennas cannot be based on whim or hearsay and just because "I Heard It Through the Grapevine". 
For hams: 

¢ The purpose for erecting a tower has to be more than just "Lookin' for a Reason", and not just because the operator is “Proud Mary”. 
Who do these terms apply to? 

¢ “Crazy Otto” and any licensed amateur radio operator “Born On The Bayou” and “Fortunate Son”. 

Where are towers allowed? 


¢ Down by the "Green River", "Up Around the Bend", "Down on the Corner", but not on the "Side o' the Road", or by any “Cotton Fields” and as long as 
everyone and their late grandmother can't see it when "Lookin' out My Back Door". 


When can towers be erected and who can assist? 

¢ "The Night Time Is the Right Time". 

¢ “Willy and the Poor Boys” 

¢ “Susie Q” 

¢ But not when there is a strong wind or when there is a “Bad Moon Rising”. 

Height and size (wavelength) restrictions? 

¢  As"Long as | Can See the Light". 

¢ Antennas are allowed on all amateur frequencies, except for “Ninety-Nine And A Half” meters, the "Travelin' Band". 


When running cables to a tower caution should be used such that the setting isn't like a "Run Through the Jungle". Caution should also prevail not to place 
antennas too close to a neighbors structure. A falling tower (‘It Came Out of the Sky", being a common excuse) could damage property such as a roof, and then 
during inclement weather having to wonder, “Who'll Stop the Rain?” This situation could lead to a "Rude Awakening #2" with a reaction of “Don't Look Now” 
followed by the “Poorboy Shuffle”. 


Most neighbors will not appreciate the view of a 70 foot tower and "Take It Like a Friend". Some may even insist they "Need Someone to Hold" responsible for 
what they perceive as diminished property values, wishing instead that you erect the tower "Up the Country" or just somewhere they don't have to look at it and 
no, “Don't Look Now” just doesn't cut it. To hams it is understood applying for an exemption seems like "Someday Never Comes", and “Feelin' Blue” have been 
overheard to ask themselves, "What Are You Gonna Do?" Many hams grow tired of waiting for exemptions and find they are still “Stuck in Lodi again” only in 
the end to "Sail Away" or even to "Walk on the Water" to get to a DXpedition location like “Ooby Dooby” instead dealing with the red tape. 


But once the tower is up and distant contacts are made with far corners of the world, don't forget to say, "Hello Mary Lou" amidst the pile-ups. Thank your non- 
ham neighbors for their understanding and refrain bursting out with comments like “I Put A Spell On You” or “Good Golly Miss Molly”. 


And as a side note to all those hams reading this, deliver those QSL cards "Door to Door" for that personal touch whenever possible to make “The Midnight 
Special “.

When you work WM3PEN send an SASE, IRC, or Green Stamp ($1) with your QSL to WM3PEN. Use the address for WM3PEN at QRZ.COM. 
SWLs may send a confirmation of reception to request a QSL card. Simply indicate the stations making contact with WM3PEN, time, frequency, 
and your receiving equipment. SWL stations should follow the same mailing instructions. Collect all "13" for a set. All Colony States have real 
nice special event QSL cards in full color, depicting their state flag or other Colonial period designs promoting their Colony State! This is a must 
have collection! The only way you can acquire a "set" is to complete a "Clean Sweep" of all Colony stations during the 5 day event. 


WMS3PEN, along with the other stations participating in the 13 Colonies Event will be operating on 10 - 80 Meters, but will not be operating on the 
WARC bands. WM3PEN is planning on operating on 2 Meter Simplex. Using K2M and representing Pennsylvania will be WX3A in Hamlin and 
N2MZZ in Stroudsburg. 


Times will be: 12:01 AM Eastern on July 1st to 11:59 PM Eastern on July 5th. Join in the fun and be Radio active. Hope to see you on the air.
